Climate of Mexico City 
Brings On Illness and 
Labor Leader iDies On 
Hasty Return to U. S. 
PICTURESQUE LIFE

Mexico City, Dec. 11. —Samuel 


Gompers, 7.4-ycar-old president of the 
American Federation of Labpr, died 
this morninrr at Sannicolas, a jsmall 
town near Snn Luis Polosi, according 
i- a message rarelveJ heie today by 
the labor leador's^ friends. 


Gompcrs' heart was unable to func- 


tion as he was being taken over a 
Mish mountain range, the massage 
stated. Gompers was en route by 
train^to the United States. He had 
sjil'ercJ. a relapse yesterday and, was 
b<;ing rushed home. 


Gompers was stricken with a heart 


affliction when he came hcra recently 
;o attend the inauguration -of Presi- 
deru Calles and yesterday he sufTeicd 
a relapse.
